HIGH SCHOOL FOR GIRLS.—NO. II. 
Report of the Standing Committee on Public Insteuc- 
tion; on the subject of t High School for Girls. Ben- 
i id, Chairman.. Cominon ‘eb- 
ruary 4th, 1836. 

A word or two in recapitulation. I stated in my las 
that by the original regulations of the High School fo 
Girls, the institution was expressly designed to eztenu 
the course of education received at the Grammar and 
Writing Schools—to begin where they left off, and that 
consequently no applicant fur admission ought to have 
been received who could not sustain a rigid and satis 
factory examination in the studies taught in those 
schools." I furthermore stated that, had such an exam- 
ination been enforced, not rirty would have been ad- 
mitted out of the 286. Now how stands the matier? 
A copy of the original schedule lies before me, and-] 
make the statement from the evidence of my senses. 
It will be seen by reference to the extract in my last, 
that the candidates were marked according to their pro- 
\ficiences, from 0 to 20—and I find that ont of the 286, 
‘put one was qualified for admission! only ong !t an- 
other received 194! eight received 19! and seven re- 
ceived 184, etc.—but in order to fill the room, all who 
obtained 134 were admitted. It is to be borne in mind 
that it is one thing to be an applicant aud another thing 
to be qualified for admission ; yet we hive the piteous 
whine that ‘in the outset the School Committee were 
compelled to disappoint more than one half the candi- 
dates ! 

We proceed with the report : 


* But difficuliies increased. When the school had been 
in operation about six months, a communication was re- 
ceived by the Buard from the Sub-Committee of the High 
School for Girls, stating * that the present number of the 
Schou! was one hundred and thirty, that very few, if any, 
would be excluded the ensuing year—that, according to 
the best calculations that could be made, the candidates 
for admission at the then next ensuing examination would 
be to the number of four hundred and twenty seven.”’’ 


Here is another terrifying clause, with an italicised
